—Decision by the) 
United States Supreme Court 
in the Chrysler automobile in- 
surace cases, five in number, 
is not expected until eariy in 
December, unless there ts un- 
foreseen alacrity by the au- 
gust tribunal. 


The Chrysler Company and the 
Patmetto Company, 
through counsel, contend there is 
no evasion by their dealer agents 
of state insurance laws, as charged 


by the government, that the in- 
surance was issued by virtue of a 
Michigan contract, that the deal- 
ers do not negotiate, effect or con- 
summate the insurance contract 
with the sale of a car, that the 
Palmetto Company transacts no 
business in Wisconsin, Maine or 
Ohio, as alleged by the government, 
and that consequently the commis- 
sioners of insurance in those states 
have neo jurisdiction. 

It also was denied that the prac- 
tice is a violation of the interstate 
commerce act. 

The government, in fts argument 
before the court, contended that 
the Chrysler Company “in order to 
stimulate sales and arrange a uni- 
form system of selling cars on 
eredit, or part payment, entered 
into an agreement with the Pal- 
metto Fire Insurance Company, by 
which all Chrysler cars are insured 
against fire and theft for ome year 
from the date of sale by the retail 
automobile dealer; that this agree- 
ment was entered into in Michigan 
where the insurance company was 
licensed to do business and that 
under the plan whenever a dealer 
sold a car, he sent a report of the 
sale, with a full description of the 
car and purchaser and that the 
policy took effect upon completion 
of the sale an@ was made in favor 
of a partner interested in the auto- 
mobile as their interest may ap- 
pear; that the amount of pre- 
mium was added to the cost of the 
retail dealer and called a ‘delivery 
charge’; and that this additional 
cost was added to the retail price 
and had to be paid whether the 
purchaser wanted the insurance or 
not.” 

All of which, counsel for the gov- 
ernment contended, was a violation 
of the state laws of Maine and 
Ohie, where insurance companies 
to do business must be licensed 
under the respective states’ laws.

Canada’s Rubber 
_ Trade in August 
Shows Large Gain 


Montreal, Oct. 20.—The August 
report of Canada’s trade in rubber 
shows a very marked increase in 
business over 1925. Total imports 
of rubber and rubber products for 
the twelve months ended in Au- 
gust, 1926, show 4n increase in 
value of 80 per cent. over the same 
period last year. This was due 
mainly to larger consumption of 
raw rubber, which was bought at 
much higher prices. During Au- 
gust the importation of raw rub- 
ber increased, but prices were 
lower than at this time last year, 
The importation of crude, unmanu- 
factured balata, has practically 
ceased during 1926. Imports of 
rubber boots and shoes, which 
amounted to 117,000 pairs in 1925, 
decreased to 53,000 pairs in the 
twelve months previous to August, 
1926. E 

Among exports to other coun- 
tries, by far the most important 
item is that of pneumatic tire cas- 
ings. The United Kingdom takes 
nearly one-third of our tire exports, 
whieh for August amounted to 92,- 
800, an increase of 37% per cent. 
ever last year, and which for the 
twelvemonth perio@ ending in Au- 
gust, amounted to over 1,600,000, 
with a value of $13,800,000.

levied on the fuel they consumed in their journeyings. | 
Four states still decline to levy fuel taxes; these are New) 
WYork, New Jersey, Massachusetts and Illinois. These being’ 
among the most populous motor states, their contribution | 
would have swelled the total to still more impressive figures. ' 


Returns show that most of the money collected 
from gasoline taxes was applied to some form of high- 
way improvement. The state highway departments 
got most of it, county and local roads a considerable 
share, some of it was used for handling road bonds, 
and only about $4,000,000 went for other and unspeci- 
fied purposes. The average tax levied on gasoline 
amounted to 2.39 cents per gallon.
